When the 
troopers of 
the 
Fifth 
United 
States 
Cavalry 
rode 
into 
camp south of 
town 
Sunday after­ 
noon, one of their 
number was miss­ 
ing, though efforts had been made for 
I two days to locate him. 
The 
absent 
soldier was one of a trio threatened 
with discipline. 
The trouble started 
in 
Frederick. 
On Friday night three of the troopers 
failed to appear in camp, and on Sat- 
i urday morning, 
before 
leaving 
for 
Thurmont a 
searching party started 
out looking for them. All three were 
located near a cafe and a chase began, 
the offenders 
distancing 
their 
pur­ 
suers. 
A Frederick policeman happened to 
see them running through some tall 
weeds and, thinking 
something 
was 
wrong, stopped them. Soon the pursu­ 
ers came along the road and called to 
him th hold them. 
Two 
got 
away, 
however, and 
the 
policeman turned 
the other over to the other soldiers. 
A further search was made and one 
of the 
escaped 
pair 
was captured. 
They were compelled to 
walk at the 
side of their horses to Thurmont and 
the hunt for the third 
was given up. 
Local authorities were 
told to be on 
the look-out for the man. 
It is beleved that he may return to 
Fort Myer, and report there. 
An ab­ 
sence of less than ten days frequently 
does not constitute a 
desertion, it is 
said, 
unless 
there 
is 
some 
other 
charge against the soldier. 


A sad tragedy occurred near Thur­ 
mont on Sunday when Charles Hahn, 
aged l l, accidentally shot and killed 
his 
father. 
The child 
was playing 
with some guns when 
the 
accident 
occurred. 
The father and son were visiting at 
the home of 
Mr. 
Hahn’s 
father-in- 
law, George Powell. The bullet enter­ 
ed the father’s head just 
above 
the 
eye and penetrated the brain. He died 
two hours after being shot while a r­ 
rangements were being made to have 
him removed to the 
Frederick 
City 
Hospital. 
The 
shooting 
occurred 
in 
the 
kitchen of the Powell home. 
The boy 
had 
been 
cautioned to 
stay away 
from the guns, but he picked up sev­ 
eral while 
no attention 
was being 
paid to him, and soon after 
he laid 
his hands on a .32-caliber 
cat rifle it 
exploded. 
The father was sitting in 
the dining 
room, the 
bullet going 
through the open doorway and strid­ 
ing him. 
The members of the family hearing 
the report, and 
seeing 
Hahn throw 
his hands to his head, did not realize 
just what had happened. 
Hahn 
top­ 
pled and fell from his chair at the 
breakfast table. Dr. W. A. Birdy, of 
Thurmont, 
was called, and 
found 
Hahn unconscious. Death came before 
he could be moved. Young Hahn ap­ 
parently does not realize what he has 
done. 
The Hahn family 
are residents of 
Union Bridge. 


One woman was killed 
and three 
persons injured when 
an automobile 
ow-ned and driven by Albert Stocks­ 
lager, cousin of Rev. P. E. Stockslag­ 
er, pastor of the Mt. 
Joy 
Lutheran 
church, this county, struck 
the wall 
on 
the 
bridge over 
the Antietam 
Creek, eight miles 
south of Hagers­ 
town Sunday evening. Two of the oc­ 
cupants were thrown into the stream. 
Miss Clara Huyett, aged 
22, was 
killed, and 
her 
sister, 
Miss Bettie 
Huyett, Miss Melchora 
Garver, and 
Mr. Stockslager, were more 
or 
less 
seriously injured. 
The accident occurred 
while the 
party were returning from a trip to 
Frederick, driving over 
the 
Balti­ 
more pike. Coming down a hill to the 
approach of the bridge Stockslager 
applied the brake, 
which caused the 
car to tilt and run into the wall. Miss 
Clara Huyett and 
Miss Garver were 
thrown into the creek, 
from 
which, 
however, they 
were 
rescued. 
Miss 
Bettie Huyett and Stockslager escap­ 
ed with numerous 
severe 
cuts and 
bruises. 
All were taken to the home 
of Roy A. Smith, a 
farmer, to which 
place physicians 
were 
hastily sum­ 
moned. 
Miss Clara Huyett was 
found 
fa­ 
tally injured, dying an 
hour 
after 
the 
accident. 
Miss Garver is in a 
serious condition.

From the Battle Front, via Paris, 
Oct. 5.~ Trench atter trench of the 
German line baa again fallen into the 
possession of the allies atter vigorous 
assaults carried home with determina­ 
tion combined with the newly learned 
lesson of caution. 
The Germans, who had borne back 
J tho allies’ western wing slightly on 
Friday, retained their advanced posi­ 
tions near Roye until they became un­ 
tenable. The invaders then fell back 
to new lines which had been previous­ 
ly prepared. 
The western wing of the allied ar­ 
mies was still further extended and 
now’ reaches within thirty railes of the 
Belgian border, carrying the allies’ 
overlap!png movement in a northeast­ 
erly direefion. 
The German reinforcements on this 
end of 
the line are strong. 
These 
troops probably were brought from 
bodies of German forces echeloned in 
the rear of their advanced entrench­ 
ments. Their courageous dashes to the 
allies’ front were not successful, and 
the French and British were able to 
make them full back on their deep 
trenches. 
. 
. ,t 
Tho sight of 
the allied 
Infantry 
moping 
across! the ope! spaces in 
eofif of tho trenches in 'the brilliant 
ohshlne which glittered on their wea­ 
pons was impressive. 
Hundreds 
of 
shells burst overhead or in their rear 
without doing gr< at damage. 
Their widely extended 
lines 
pro 
grossed always forward. In only two 
or three instances did they encounter 
the spitting machine gun tire, with its 
^murderous hail of bullet*, whieh open­ 
ed on them whew they surmounted 
slight eminences before rea< bing the 
German trenches. Ttiey found few of 
the Germans there to meet their h»yo- 
licts, as the invaders had retired to 
jku\yt})0r line only a few hntidred yards 


f i t is said that the Germans also re­ 
treated on the eastern wing, where for 
many days they have been going bat h 
continually. In that part of the great 
j battlefield the famous French Alpine 
riflemen came in contact 
with 
the 
I Germans and inflicted 
considerable 
loss. 
In Hie center there was comparative 
calm, although the artillery aud truan­ 
try kept firing occasionally, as though 
to remind their adversaries of their 
presence. 
The aviators on each side have kept 
continual watch on tin' movements of 
tire enem y, and som etim es have drop­ 
ped shrapnel bombs, generally with 
little effect, however, as tile troops 
are well sheltered in their burrows. 
President Poincare, accompanied by 
Premier Vivian! and Minister of War 
Alexandre MiUerand, left Bordeaux to 
visit the battle front. The party trav­ 
eled in an automobile and will be ab 
sent from the temporary caiptai for 
three or four days. 
The president goes to the battle line 
not to take part in the strategy, as is 
the case of Emperor William and pos­ 
sibly Emperor Nicholas, but that he 
may 
personally 
congratulate 
the 
troops upon the bravery they have 
displayed in the long and stubborn 
lighting. 


Official War Bulletins. 


An official war bulletin Issued in 
Berlin states that the Germans have 
repulsed a new attempt by the allies 
to encircle their right wing. It also an 
nounces that tile French have been 
driven from their positions south of 
Roye. 
The French official buletins state 
that a battle is on “in full swing” at 
Arras, thirty miles south of the Bel 
giati frontier, and 
that the French 
have repulsed all German attacks.

He repaired 
to th a t section of Prussia after wit­ 
nessing the disastrous defeat of his 
fleeing forces along the Niemen. 
C zar Nicholas has reached Warsaw, 
on his way to the front to take charge 
of the Russian operations, and it is 
believed that he is arranging to push 
the campaign along unusually aggres­ 
sive lines from now on.

announcement 
from the general staff says that the 
R ussians have occupied Kaygrod, Kal-

OATS FOR WINTER STOCK. 


Besides Being an Excellent Feed They 
Possess Other Advantages. 
For fin' fanner in the cotton licit 
There is no better feed than fall sown 
oats, writ*** Louis Colon in the Farm 
Progress. While corn is being growl)! 
on greater acreages than at any tim e 1 
in the past over most of th e cotton area 
oats sown in the fall should be one of 
our main reliances for stock wintering. 
While their feeding value Is the first 
consideration to tin* m an who is grow­ 
ing stock, fall sown oats have many 
oilier advantages. 
They serve as a 
winter cover crop, as a restorer of hu­ 
mus to the soils, and w hen permitt**d to 
m ature they furnish a fairly satisfac­ 
tory cash crop. 


I find tin* fall Mown oats most valu­ 
able as 
winter grazing crop. They 
m ay be sown at varying periods in tin* 
fall, usually from Get. I to tin* latter 
part of November, tho slat** of the sow­ 
ing depending upon tin* latitude. 
I 
have pastured live stork on oats from 
the last of October to th e first of Janu ­ 
ary, and in some sections they tire pas­ 
tu r a l all winter. 
They do better when sow n after corn 
or cowpeas. The ground is easy to get 
into g< ani fix following el flier of these 
crops, ami not ti great deal of work is 
necessary. A di**k can be used to cut 
up the cornstalks or th** pea vines and 
for giving the ground as much stirring 
as is needed for oat sowing.
